STOP, LOOK AND LIVE 
By Diane Marin Monner, Grade S, 
Milo School, Teacher, C. H. Canon 

On the farnf accidents can be 
very dangerous. There are two rea¬ 
sons in saying this. The first Is 
that medical care is so far away 
in time of an accident and the 
second is that there is not usually 
anyone around to help you. My 
story shows how careless people 
can be when in a hurry. 

Dad was wearing a ragged jac¬ 
ket at the time of his corr&ine ac¬ 
cident .He noticed the screen was 
getting covered with chaff so he 
leaned over the moving auger to 
brush it off. Th,e auger suddenly 
caught the ragged jacket sleeve 
and his arm. The whole side of his 
jacket was torn and the skin on 
his arm was torn and badly cut. 

For the rest of harvest three his 
arm was taped up in a sling and 
could not be used. Infection start¬ 
ed under the tape and had to be 
washed out. Luckily all that Is left 
as a remainder of the accident is 
a scar. 

This accident could have been a- 
voided by stopping the machinery 
before doing any adjusting or 
cleaning. It is just as important 
not ito have loose fitting clothes 
on while operating machinery. 

Stop, Look and Live should be¬ 
come a motto of the farmers of 
today. This is the only way we can 
bring safety to the farm.

STOP. LOOK AND LIVE 
By Donald Salken, Grade 6, Vulcan 
School. Teacher, Mrs. F. Markert. 

Down through the centuries, 
farming has been done by horse 
power.'Only in the last thirty years 
have power-driven machines done 
farm work. With the steady in¬ 
crease in the use of power-driven 
machnes, there has been a steady 


Increase in the number of acci¬ 
dents. Fanning nowadays is con¬ 
sidered an extremely dangerous in¬ 
dustry. The following! Is an account 
of a typical farm accident. 

The power take-o tf shaft, which 
couples a tractor and an imple¬ 
ment such as a sw*t/lei\Njs ex¬ 
tremely hazardous when it h asn't 
any guard on it. Thia was proved 
in the case of Charlie Reeves. 

It was a warm autumn morning, 
when two men approached a trac¬ 
tor with a swather coupled behind 

J t. The eider of the men was a 
orgetful farmer named Joe Brown. 
The other man was Charlie Reeves, 
Joe’s hired man. When the two 
men reached the implements, Joe 
started the tractor while Charlie 
greased the swather. Incidentally, 
the guard on the power take-off 
had been left off. Joe had bent it 
three weeks previously. He had 
intended to get a new one, but 
kept forgetting each time he was 
in town. Meanwhile Joe, who was 
on the tractor, then put the power 
take-off in gear. Charlie had fini¬ 
shed greasing the swather and 
came over to mount the tractor. 
As he lifted his leg, his ragged 
pant cuff got caught in the re¬ 
volving power take-off shaft. By 
the time Joe had put' the power 
take-off out of gear, Charlie's leg 
had been broken in three places. 

Charlie's severely broken leg re¬ 
sulted in doctor bills, pain for 
Charlie and the loss of a reliable 
hired man for Joe. Filing respon¬ 
sible for 'the accident, Joe paid a 
little more than half of the medical 
expenses. After Charlie’s leg had 
been taken out of the oast, it didn’t 
regain its former Strength until 
three months later. 

Nowadays, many accidents like 
Joe’s occur. The majority of them 
are caused by carelessness. Acci¬ 
dents involving children are also 
common. Farmers too often expect 
young boys to do men’s work and 
too often allow small children to 
be exposed to hazardous situations 
around machinery. Films, lectures, 
pamphlets and posters on how farm
